SHOT BY AN ASSASSIN 


Would be Slayer Turns Gun on 


Himself and Blew Out 


His Own Brains. 


New 
York, Nov. 9. — Edward M. 


Morgan, postmaster 
of 
New York 


City, was shot and fatally wounded 
today by a man who accosted him 
near his home on 
Broadway. 
The 


assassin, who was later identified as 
Eric H. Mackay, a stenographer, then 
blew out his own brains. Morgan was 
accompanied by his 12-year-old daugh- 
ter when 
he 
left 
home 
Mackay 


came across the street toward him. 


"Is this Mr. Morgan?" he asked, and 


the little girl moved on. 


"Yes, ,. am Mr. Morgan,' she heard 


her father say, and then 
she saw 


Mackay press the pistol against 
her 


father's stomach and fire. As 
the 


postmaster reeled and fell his assas- 
sin placed the gun against his own 
forehead and bJew a hole through the 
top of his head. Morgan was taken 
iiome. He had been shot !m the left 
side of the abdomen. Inquiry at the 
office of Hunt, Hill & Betts developed 
the information that Mackey had been 
a stenographer for that firm. Before 
becoming postmaster Morgan was in 
charge of many investigations of dis- 
honesty in connection With the work 
of postal clerks. It is believed this 
caused the tragedy. 


Postmaster Morgan "was operated 


on at noon. It was found that his in- 
testines had notxt>een perforated by 
Mac&ay's bullet and he is thought to 
have a good chance for recovery. 


Morgan says he never saw the man 


who shot him before and mystery sur- 
rounds the motive for the crime. A 
plot is suspected by he police and 
that more than one man is involved.

Every student who came 
under his influence believed as he be- 
lieved and was drawn to him by the 
strength and individuality of his char- 
acter. E. Bejamin Andrews is one of 
the most learned men ~jf the country 
on hterary and economic que&tious, 
He was one of the men selected for 
the compilation of the Standard dic- 
tionary. 
He has always taken 
the

and LS a Democrat in his inclination. 
His ideas respecteing the moral char- 
acter of God, Bible instruction in the 
common schools, the tariff and cthe, 
national economic questions made his 
asscciat'.ons with Denison University 
uncongenial.
